REMARKS 

Applicant's attorney sincerely appreciates the opportunity to confer with the 
Examiner by way of telephone on February 8, 2007. Prior to the telephone 
conference, Mr. Thomte faxed a proposed Amendment wherein the word "adapter" 
was substituted for the word "adapted" in line 1 of claim 4 to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12, second paragraph, rejection. In the same Amendment, applicant proposed to 
insert the words "and unrestricted" before the words "oil passageways" in claim 4. 
During the telephone conference, the Examiner stated that the use of the term 
"unrestricted" would raise new issues which would prevent the Amendment After 
Final Rejection from being entered. Accordingly, to place the application in better 
condition for appeal, this Amendment only substitutes the word "adapter" for the word 
"adapted". 

Inasmuch as the instant Amendment does overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph, rejection, it is requested that the same be entered inasmuch as 
the elimination of the Section 112 rejection does place the application in better 
condition for appeal.
